JOHEN ARGENTIS PUT ON TRIAL
YESTEBRDAY,

It Is Alleged That on the Morning

of Dec, 86, While Trying to Force

Allen, on Providence Rond, He
Shot and Fatally Wounded Harry
B. TFrederick — Defendant Was
Positively Identified by Miss
Anna Hewlitt.

Joihn Argentis, a young ltallan, was
put on trial yeaterday for the murder
of Harry B, Frederick before Judge
H, M, Edwards nnd before the noon ud-
Journment a jury had been secured.
When adjournment was taken In the
aftérnoon the prosecution's evidence
wius nearly all In.

Argentls Is charged with shooting
Frederick on the morning of Dec, 26,
1002, He [s defended by Attorney (Cors
nlelus Comegys and H, L. Taylor. As-
sistant Distrlct Attorney W, Gaylord
Thomas has charge of the prosecution

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the judges of the court of quurier sessions of the

Tt also frequently happena that
one eonstable has several deputics ecatlered over
the connty, where the necessities of the ease do
not require the appointment of more thin one
deputy in his own ward, For instance, a man
who aecks to be deputized by & constable in
Seranton or Carbondale, or so far as this illus.
tration is concerned the locition may be extend-
od to any part of our enunty, goes tn the regular
constable of his ward, who slready Los o' faithful
deputy, and requests such constible to appoint
him his deputy, The eonstable wpon conferring
with his bomdsmoen, conclude that the applicant
is not a suitable person ta be trusted with the
duties of such appeintment, or perhaps the con-
stable voncludes that another dopnty {8 unneces-
sury In his ward or disteiet, and thus lie refuees
to make the appointment; whereupon the disap-
pointed applicant goes to a remole part of the

It is true that it is the fuult of some of our
constables that makes this practice possible, but
we are glid to say they are but  fow, The
great mnjority of the constables (hroughout onr
county deprecate such a practive, and are looking
for o remedy, We belleve that the remedy lies
with the court in requiring that a person secking
the appointment of deputy-eonstable should be a
resident of the wanl or district of the constalle

THE STAR WITNESS,

Annn Hewlitt, the prosecution’s chief
witness, was next sworn, She Jlestified
that she was 18 years old and that her
home is on Brick avenue, though she
has not lived there for some time.
About two months prior to the shooting
of Frederick she was an inmate of u
disorderly houge Kept by Nellie Allen
on Providencve roud but had left it to
g0 to Charlie Thiel's house In the
central elty, Just before Christmuos she
went buack to  live with the Allen
womian,

Frederlek came to the house on
Christmng eve, to see her, she sald, and
remainegir all that night and all the
next worning, He went to his home
on Blulr avenue for his dinner but re-
turned again In the afternoon, In the
house on Cheistmas night besides her-
eelf und Frederick were the Allen
womin, Will Knott apd  third man
called “Jim,"" whose Inst name she did
not know., All the party drank o great
deal of beer,

About 130 o'clock the Allen woman
complained of bhelng sick and  sent
Knott to get some medleine from Dr,
Corser, She and Frederick stayved In
the sitting roomi and on o lounge In
this. apartment luy “Jim" who wus
very much intoxieated. About 2 o'clock
or thereabouts she heard a knock at
the door nnd thinking it was Knott
and the doetor, pleked up a lighted lamp
and went to the door to let them in.

Bhe stepped out of the sltting room
Into u small hall and from there into
the main hall, When she opened the
front door o man, whom she Identified
as Argentls, bounced in
her back, Another mun, who she says
ghe did not see plainly wag, with him
but remained behind Arvgentls, The
lintter pushed her back ovntll she was
Inskde the second hall, telling her not
to be frightened, she screamed for help
and teled to shut the door of the
inner hall In Avgentls' fuce but didn't
suceeed,

LET LAMP FALL,

In the confusion she Jet the onp rall,
Frederick came to her asslstance from
the sitting room with g bottle in his
hand. He drew this back o8 If o strike
Argentls but the witness sald he would
have gtruck her had she not stayed his
urm with her hund, As the bottle fell to
the Hoor Avgentis opened fire with his
revolver and fired three shots, the last
of which strueck Frederick. He and his
companion then ran away, She went
with Frederick to Dr, Corsepr's aoflice
and the litter advised that the Injured
man be removed to the hoapital, which
wis done. He dled o few days latter,

On Junuary ¥ she wus taken from
the vounty Jail whither she had been
committed for belng an inmate of a
disorderly house, o the Naorth Scran-
ton police station where Alderman Fid-
ler was conducting a hearing in the
c¢ase of two men arvested for followlng
women, Bhe positively Identitied one
of these men af Argentls und said yes-
terduy that she knew he was the man
because she had seen him near the
Allen house on several occaslons, There
were o dozen other Itallans In the room
@t the time.
